THE TRADE OF EGYPT.” 


JANUARY RETURNS. 


oo 


‘The growing wealth of Egypt is much in 
evidence in the Customs returns for January, 
and we have begun the year well with an 
increase of L.E. 363,926 on the imports for 
the corresponding month last year, the total 
imports being LE. 1,779,107, as against 
L.E. 1,415,181. Considering that 1904 showed 
a rapid and consistent upward tendency in 
the imports, which’ resulted in a surplus of 
over LE. 3,300,000 in the value of the im- 
ports over the previous year, if the present 
year keeps up the same ratio throughout, as’ 
it has commericed with in the’ import re- 
turns for January, 1905 should see the total 
value of its imports considerably ovér’ the 
L.E.20,000,000 of ldst year’s imports. 

As usual in January the total imports are 
less than in the | preceding December. The 
great activity and demand for goods during 
the marketing of the cotton crop from Septem- 
ber onwards, culminating in the large clear- 
ances during December to settle up ac- 
counts, usually bring about a set-back in the 
volume of imports at the turn of the year. 
The returns for the month of January, 1904, 
show exception to the rule, the imports 
for that month being considerably less in 
value those for December, which had 
a total value of L.E. 2,418,750. 

The total value of the imports from Great 
Britain and British Mediterranean ‘posses- 
sions was LE. 543,526, as against LE. 
494,240 in January ot 1904. England sent 
cotton fabrics to the value of L.E. 243,883 to 
Egypt last month; as against L.E. 180,203 in 
the corresponding month last year;iron and 
steel tothe value of L.E. 47,751, as against 
L.E. 37,583 ; brass, copper, and bronze, L.E. 
18,060, as against L.E. 19,264; coal, LE. 
23,348, as ‘against L.E. 79,107. However, on 
the whole, England by no means held her own 
satisfactorily as regards imports in January, 
for whereas the increase in the total amount 
of imports was 20°4 per cent., that of British 
imports was but 8°3 per cent. 

; EXPORTS. 

The total exports during January amounted 
in value to L.E. 1,893,751, as against L.E, 
2,673,474 in January, 1904, a decrease of 
L.E. 779,723. This is easily accounted for by 
the decrease in the cotton exports. Last 
January the cotton exported amounted to 
689,929 cantars, valued at L.E. 1,476,245. In 
January, 1904, 790,492 cantars were exported, 
of the value of L.E. 2,330,117. ‘Thus, owing to 
the fall in the price of cotton, although only 
100,563 cantars less were exported, the de- 
crease in value amounted to L.E. 853,872. 

In examining these monthly returns care 
must be taken to distinguish between purely 
accidental and temporary..changes and those 
which indicate amore orless continuous displace-- 
mentot trade: ‘I'o the former category belong 
the fall in the value of the exports in the first 
month of this year. Bean exports decreased by 
8,502 ardebs, a decrease in value of L.E. 6,820. 
Egg exports fell off by L.E. 7,444, only fifteen 
million eggs having left the country, as against 
twenty-nine million in January, 1904. Oilcake 
exports. show an increase of L.E. 5,847, but the 
greatest development was shown in cane sugar, 
which increased by 142,785 cantars, of 
the value of L.E. 73,193. The cotton yarn 
imports from England amounted to L.E. 
16,244 out of a total of L.E. 20,418 imported 
that month, an increase of L.E. 3,397 on the 
total for the corresponding month last year. 
Italy sent cotton yarns to the value of L.E. 
4,611 and is making rapid progress in this 
class of import. It is worth noting. 

In regard to the import of cotton yarns, the 
imports at Alexandria from the United Kingdom 
show that during last year a large falling-off oc- 
curred, In 1902 they amounted to L.E. 106,533, 
in 1903 to LE. 79,545, and in-1904 to LE. 
63,046. This decline is attributable to the 
advancing prices in Manchester ata time 
when Bombay yarns were unusually depressed. 
These latter, being then so much cheaper than 
British yarns, quickly found their way into 
this market, and the imports rose from £6,600 
in 1902 to about £43,000 in 1904. It is very 
probable, however, that British yarns will 
easily regain their former position when their 
yalue falls within the limit which native 
weavers cafi afford to pay. Italian sewings do 
not seem to have made further progress. In 
fact,if we make allowance for increasé in value 
the figure for 1904 (L.E. 28,815) seems to 
show that a slightly smaller quantity has 
entered the country than in 1903 (L.E. 28,786). 
The notable increase in the importation of 
mercerised * yarns may be attributed to the 
same cause as that above-mentionéd as account- 
ing for the increasé in “Fancy Goods.”

THE RAILWAY COMMISSION. 


TEXT OF THE REPORT. 


ENGINEERING DEPARTMENT. 
(Continued). 

We think that if improved pay can be 
afforded to the ‘superior officers, their periods 
of leave should at the same time be more 
strictly defined with a view to a certain propor- 
tion of their number being always left in Egypt. 
A large railway is a machine which can never 
cease working’ night or day, and demands the 
continuous presence of its guiding hands. A 
definite age limit should also be introduced, 
in order to keep the service efficient, and some 
arrangement must be come to, if the railway 
‘; to be worked on commercial lines, for ena- 
bling unsatisfactory employés to be dispensed 
with promptly. 

|.—(a) AUDITING AND ACCOUNTS. 


A note upon the working of this Department 
(which we find was in course of reorganisation) 
is given in the Appendix. Beyond this we feel 
it very desirable that once & year sume outside 
Auditor should be employed by the Government 
to examine the Railway accounts and to make 
a report thereon.

tinuous attention during our stay in this 
country. . 

We are of opinton that the immediate 
necessities group them<elves under the follow- 
ing heads in order of importance :— 

Roling Stock. 

Alexandria Improvements. 

‘Track and Sigualling (including station im- 
provements). 

Fencing. 

New Lines. 

We have had some difficulty in arriving at 


‘inal figures, because the amount available for 
doubling and for new lines must necessarily 
depend upon the condition to which it is 


desired to bring the existing railway. 

As regards the track itself, the position may 
fairly be summed up by saying that whereas 
in 1887 nine-tenths of the track were in a bad 
state and only one-tenth fair, to-day one-tenth 
is bad and nine-tenths are fair. 

While we do not consider it;necessary that 
any, except the chiet main lines, should be 
brought up to European standard, we think 
that%be time has come when these chief main 
ines Reepeciall Cairo-Alexandria, Cairo-Port 
Said and Cairo-Luxor, should be equipped 
with all reasonably safety appliances, the sta- 
tions and sidings improved, the track ballasted 
to prevent the intolerable dust, while certain 
lengths should be fenced. 

But it is exceedingly difficult to make esti- 
mates in detail, especially on the minor lines, 
since ergincers’ p'ans and estimates were not 
prepared, and the figures given by us must 
therefore be taken as approximate. 

We are impressed with the fact that though 
the trafic in the Delta is far heavier and, 
owing to the number of juuctions and express 
trains, far more difficult to work than in Upper 
Exzypt, the money hitherto spent on improve- 
ments has been less in the Delta. 

Large schemes for reconstruction of stations 
and doubling of lines, etc., areplanned in Upper 
Ezypt, but we are strongly of opinion that 
the Delta lines and Ports should be taken in 
hand first, for the crux of the traflic position 
is in the Ports aud the approaches thereto, and 
it is useless to make provision for sending 
down large masses of traffic to Cairo and 
Teh-el-Baroud if the neck of the bottle is 
blocked. It will be seen therefore, from the 
aletails appended under the heading of Improve- 
wents to Stations, that we have allocated a 
larger sim to Lower than to Upper Egypt. 

As regards Carriages and Wagons, we have 
not the slightest hesitation in recommending 
immediate purchases of both. The graphic 
tables appended show the’ extraordinary de- 
velopment of passenger movement, and though 
gouds receipts are less elastic, there is no ques- 
tion that traffic is being both stopped and 
diverted to other routes owing to Jack of 
Wagons. 

It wil] be seen from the Summary given on 
page 13 that we think for a sum of L.E. 
2,223,750 the State Railways can be brought 
into a condition of much greater physical effi- 
ciency, though of course they would even then 
not reach the first-class European standard, 
and we allot in addition the sum of L.E.700,000 
for the construction of new lines. 

We feel strongly that this money should be 
spent on a definite plan of urgency, the Chier 
Officer, together with the Engineer and Traffic 
Manager, considering the railway system as a 
whole, making a plan and estimate in each 
case and dealing with the work accordingly. 
Even then the execution will take some time.

‘The Permanent Way is comparatively new ; 
the line was constructed in 1896-97 and opened 
for traffic in 1898. The rails are very little 
worn and the sleepers, as far as we could see, 
showed no signs of deterioration. . 

The traffic on this line is very light, consist- 
ing of one passenger train each way daily, and 
one mixed passenger and goods train. An extra 
goods train is run when necessary. The traffic 
chiefly consists of goods to and from the 
Sudisn ; the tonnage dealt with at thevinter- 
mediate stations is practically nil. 

There is also some tourist traffic to Assouan 
for about 3 months in the winter. 

In our opinion there is-but small possibility 
of any rapid development in the goods traffic. 
We consider tbat the existing line with the 3 
foot 6 inch gauge is fully able to deal with a 
far Jarger goods and passenger traffic than it 
is now called upon to carry. 

‘The engines and rolling stock are well main- 
tained, and appear to be sufficient for present 
requirements. We thivk that more attention 
should be given to the signals, and that the 
ordinary telegraph order system is well suited 
for working the trains on this line, and should 
be substituted for the present method ot cross- 
ing trains by telephonic communication. In 
the Appendix will be found details of the 
money, viz: about LE. 25,000, which we 
consider should be spent on this piece of line 
(beyond the ordinary revenue charges). Should 
there be a further development of passenger 
traffic, it is probable that a few more coaches 
may be required.
